URTHER proof of the 
Prosperity which the 
State of California has 
enjoyed despite the oppressing 
conditions attendant to the war 
is indicated in the advance 
sheets of the State Rallroad 
Commission's report to Gov.

day. 
The net gain in operating 
revenue of public utility 


corporations over which the 
Rallroad Commission has 
jurisdiction and which includes 
steam and electric rafiroads, 
stages and trucks express 
companies, passenger and 
freight boats, pipe lines, water, 
gas, electric, telephone, tele- 
graph, wharf and warehouse 
concerns, during the fiscal year 
of 1916-17 was approximately 
$25,000,000. 

The net operating revenues 
in 1915 were 138,313,802 as 
against $161,053,920 last year. 

The total operating reve- 
nues of these utilities last year 
were 436,218,161, as con- 
trasted with $376,.874,418 in 
1913 and $384,617,734 in 1915. 

The total operating expenses 
of California public utilities in 
19816 were 273,161,281, as 
contrasted with $244,440,324 

in 1913, and 124,303,822 in 
1915. 


The increasingly large number of 
instances in which public utility wa- 
ter companies are selling their sys- 
tems to municipalities and other 
public authorities is to a consider-

Great Struggle is Uncovering 
Material Resources. 
Contest is Making Character 
in Our Young Men. 


“The Kid Has Gone to the Colors, 
or Finding Their Souls in War,” 
was the theme of Dr. Charlies ud 
ward Locke last night in the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church. His 
text was from Hebrews 11:11 “Now, 
no chastening for the present seem- 
eth to be joyous, but grievious, 
nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness.” 

In the course of his sermon, , 
Locke said: 25 

“Yes, even war, savage, barbarous 
war, may have its compensations 
to those who engage in war nom for 
ervel aggression and the acquist- 
tion of power and the fulfillment of 
murderous ambition, but in defense 
of the rights of humanity and the 
principles of righteousness, and free- 
dom, add truth. — 
“If I wished to do so it would 
be interesting to show what won- 
derful material resources this war is 
Giscovering to this country. For in- 
stance, it was supposed that Ger- 
many had a monopoly of the potash 
of the world, but it has been dis- 
covered that in Searles Lake in our 
State there are immense deposits of 
potash that reach into more than 
20,000,000 of tons, worth more than 
11.0, %, and in Nebraska pot- 
ash is being found in larte quanti- 
ties from the saline takes which 
abound in a neglected region of the 
Sate. As for dyestuffs for which 
to Germany the world has gone for 
generations, it has been found that 
there are no basle colores which are 
not found in abundance in the 
United States, and in fastmess and 
quality they are as good ds those 
from Germany. The same & true 
in textile fabrics and plate glass 
and. in fact, when thrown Gpon our 
own resources, the United States will 
not need to go abroad, and, especially 
to Germany for the best of every- 


thing.

In His Sermon Dr. C. Fass 
Nash Declares the Idea of Kad 


Attached to the Greek * 
or the Translation “Sheol.” 
Universaliste have been some- 


what “stirred” by some of the re- 
cent sermons of Billy Sunday here, 
and pastors of this denomination have 
preached, refuting them. Yester- 
in the First Universalist 
Dr. C. Eliwood Nash 
preached on Hell not a Bible Doc- 
trine, saying, in part: 

“Only ignorance or unscrupulous 
dogmatism could assert that because 
the English word ‘hell’ appears nu- 
merouk times in our English Bible, 
therefore the Bible ‘teaches’ the 
me@lern conception of ‘hell,’ 

“The Bible was not written in 
English, but in Hebrew, Aramaic, 
Greek. The question is whether our 
English version correctly renders the 
original. This is prima facie, but 
denied and defied by the evangelist 
who shouts, ‘I believe in hell, not 
sheol, hades, or gehenna.’ 

“The Old Testament word is the 
Hebrew ‘sheol. There is not a 
scholar of any standing who would 
say that this word means ‘hell,’ as 
moderniy conceived, This fact at 
once erases ‘hell’ from the entire 
Old Testament. 

“The most frequent New Testa- 
ment word is the Greek ‘hades,’ 
which is merely a translation of 
‘sheol,’ and means the same, no 
more, no less. The idea of endless 
ness or hopeleseness is never at- 
tached to it. The revised version 
never renders ‘hades by ‘hell,’ but 
in every case gives simply ‘hades.’ 

“This. leaves nothing but ‘gehen- 
na. Jesus used this word seven 
times, two — practically four — of 
which are duplicates. He does not 
in any way define it, except that in 
two texts in Mark the fire of gehen- 
na is called ‘unquenchable,’ Le., ‘as- 
bestos.’ It is gratuitous and arbi- 
trary to understand this word to be 
equivalent to endless; but if it were, 
there is nothing to indicate that 
those consigned to its fury can never 
escape it. Had that been in the 
great Lover's mind, it is inconcelv- 
able that he would have hinted it 
by only one doubtful word, 

“Thus, in a correct and echolarly 
translation, the word ‘hell’ would 
not appear in the Bible. That this 
indisputable fact gives a solar plexus 
blow to prevailing superstitions can- 
not be questioned. Take this word 
out of the Bible, where it has no 
proper place, and many texts 
which have been ignorantly and mis- 
leadingly mouthed are simply ex- 
punged. 

“But some will say, nevertheless, 
the idea of a place of endless, hope- 
leas punishment for the wicked re- 
maine in the Bible. I deny that,

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) Nov. 9.—Ex- 
pressions of optimism and of re- 
newed confidence in the future cf 
Goldfield are heard on all sides as 
a result of recent mine developments 
that appear to be of vital importance 
to the district.

Ornstein is very small. with a head 
set well forward upon shoulders so 
bent that they recall Hoffmann’s, 
and hair not flowing, but rather 
short (long hair, for musictans, is 
thank Heaven, no longer in favor) 
and very casually brushed, and in his 
face is all the morbid passion of 
the Slav. He undulates upon the 
stage, one hand on his heart, in a 
manner reminiscent of Oscar .Wilde, 
and he plays with an infinitude of 
mannerisms, which, however, are 
perfectly natural to him. One cannot 
imagine him without them—that 
would be the affectation. He sways 
and writhes, and lets his head sink 
forward until it droops to a level 
with his chest, and he leaves off his 
final chord, provided it is a staccato 
or, at least, a non-legato, as if he 
were lifting his fingers from red-hot 
coals; but for all that, he gets the 
effect, he is tremendously im- 
aginative. and he paints pictures 
Just as surely and certainly as does 
Cervanne. 

Huneker has called Ornstein “the 
only genuine, true-blue Futurist 
composer alive.” and there is no 
question about his sincerity, for Orn- 
stein e a revolutionary, who has 
learned all rules and then cast them 
aside as being in the way of — 
message. It i not that he cann 
compose according to rule; he has 
Sone so with the ute and 
the “Miniatures” a many other 
vacuous and pretty things, but rule 
hampers him, and does not inter- 
est him, and so we have the amaz- 
ing fascinations of the “Funeral 
March,” which is an impressionis- 
tic picture of a wet road, (I place itt 
in France. where Ornstein really 
belongs.) with rows of tall poplars 
on either side, and the atmosphere 
of the painting. for it really is «a 
painting done in sound, its that 
dense, dull blue that the moderns are 
so fond of, and at the end of the 
long road there are cracked bells all 
off pitch, old, as the whole picture 
is old, in spite of the newness of 
its form. 

Ornstein ts of a piece with Ravel 
and Debussy. I bélieve he considers 
Ravel the greater of the two; at any 
rate, he plays them as they un- 
doubtedly should be played. for he 
understands them, and his scintillant 
and showery runs are perfect for the 
purpose. His own things, of course, 
he plays wonderfully, and u ts a 
question if anvone else could play 
them. I have, to my sorrow, heard 
them attempted. But the Chop 
he played four numbers, and thef 
the E Major Valse as encore.

With 
two cars of scenery, motor trucks 
with trailers for the long pieces must 
be ready with plenty of help to man 
each, as only a certain time its al 
lowed te wunioad—cars being #0 
ecarce now that the usual time can- 
not be used. In the meantime for 
a week ahead of the company’s ar- 
rival, the stage and dressing 
rooms of the Auditerium had to be 
gone over, swept, scrubbed, lights 
renewed, ropes rehung ready to re 
celve scenery, curtains and carpets 
in the house proper taken down and 
sent to cleaners, while on the morn- 
ing of the company’s arrival, what 
seems like chaos, but Is really law 
and order, pervades the stage en- 
trance.
